guards from the outskirts of the 
city, since one of the worst political 
crises in recent French history is 
forecast if Doum ergue Is defeated 
in parliament. 
It is to be a one- 
man battle against political oppon­ 
ents for the premier. 
Throwing down the gauntlet in 
the form of a proposal that credits 
for three months be voted to allow 
parliament to give all its time to 
debate on the constitution, Dou- 
rnergue announced he would face 
the chamber on this issue Wednes­ 
day. 
The move was 
regarded as a 
mask of parliam entary 
procedure 
disguising the real issue, which is 
the premier’s insistence that he and 
the president be given power to dis­ 
solve parliament w ithout the con­ 
sent of the senate, a demand which 
his opponents fear m ay lead to the 
establishment of dictatorial powers.
